Live Stock Miscellany. 


The ruling price of beef along 
the line of the Atlantic and Pacific 
railroad is 2 1-4 cents per pound, 
gross. 

There will be but few beef cattle 
shipped out of the west half of 
Colorado this season. Prices are 
so low and grass is so good that the 
herd owners will hold over rather 
than press into the market. 


The Stockgrowers’ Journal of 
Miles City, says that Herefcurds en- 
dared the horrors of last Winter in 


bulls, When a bull was found in 
the round-up he was sure to have 
a white face. 

Five years ago the sheep popula- 
tion of the United States was the 
same exactly as the human popula- 
tion—55,000,000. In those five years 
since the existence of the tariff law, 
the-human population has gone up 
to 60,000,000, and the sheep popula- 
tion has decreased to 50,000,000. 


A law in New York compels any 
person who advertises a stallion 
and charges a price for his services, 
to make a statement with the coun- 
ty clerk, giving the name, age and 
pedigree, if known. The state- 
ment is filed with the clerk and a 
license is taken out. This filing 
entitles the owner to a lien en the 
mare and foal for pay of the ser- 
vices of the horse. 


It is estimated that there are 
1,000,000 wool - growers in the 
United States, and their united in- 
fluence could obtain any legislation 
they ask for in regard to increased 
duties on woolen goods, and thus 
raise the price of wool. For rea 
sons we never could understand 
the flock owners never have acted 
together in unison.

Adelaide was the same size, and 
Hopeful, a great campaigner with 
the best wagon record, made seven 
years ago, stands only 15 hands. In 
this category are also Occident, 
Little Gipsy, Adele Gould, Buzz 
Medium; and a host of others with 
records well down in the twenties. 


The British Government Las in 
creased the grant of $15,000 a year 
(given as Queen's plates)“for the 
improvement of horse breeding, to 
$25,000. A similar amount goés to 
Ireland for improving the breeding 
of both horses and cattle; but as to 
results, much will depend on the 
hands into which the administra- 
tion falls. One of the best things 
is a grant of $10,000 to the Munster 
dairy schools, which is turning out 
dairymaids in large numbers and 
in great perfection. This will en- 
hance the price of butter in the 
Cork market to a noticeable extent,

The manufacturers of 
this country cannot compete with 
pauper labor of foreign countries, 
England included: Give us Free 
Trade, and if the wheels ever whirl 
again, they will keep time to the 
tears of the wives of good American 
citizens and to the jabber of pau- 
pers imported from abroad.

Tun Republican party iu Ohio 
has always taken good care ef the 
soldier. All of the Republican Gov- 
ernors of that State since the civil 
war, with the exception of Charlie 
Foster, were Union soldiers. Gen- 
eral J. D. Cox was elected Governor 
in 1865. General R. B. Hayes, in 
1867, 1869 aud 1875. General E. F. 
Noyes in 1871. Captaio J. B. Fora- 
ker in 1885 and 1887. One Ouio reg- 
iment, the 23d [nfantry,’’ has fur- 
nished a President of the United 
States, an Associate Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court, a 
United States Senatar and a bevy 
of Representatives to the Lower 
House of Congress. 

The recent election in Obio brings 
another gallant member of “the old 
23d” to the front, in the person of 
Captain William C. Lyon, who is 
the Lieutenant Governor elect of 
his State. He le a self-made man 
who by his own industry, courage 
aod ability has risen to distinction. 
Ia the event of Governor Foraker’s 
promotion Captain Lyon will oc- 
cupy the Gubernatorial chair of 
Ohio, an honor which he bas earned 
and of which he is well worthy.

A PROMINENT electrician of Phil- 
adelphia has sounded a warning as 
to the danger of the electric wires, 
and which he says is daily increas- 
ing, each one being charged suffi- 
ciently to kill dozens of men. The 
longer the wire the greater the 
danger. The only safeguard is the 
thin insulating covering of the 
wires, and as this rapidly decays by 
exposure it is easily removed by 
any object coming in contact with 
it, as the dragging of telegraph or 
telephone wires across the coat- 
lug, by swaying against trees, or 
“even by the action of the wind. 
Wirés frequently become detached 
and swing uear the street. Should 


and that the total of ordinary expendi- 
tures were $318,835,000, leaving, with 
the amount drawa from the cash bal- 
aoce in the Treasury ($24,455,000) a to- 
talsurplus of $80,023,000, which was 
offered to the redemption of bonds. 
The receipts for the year show an in- 
crease of $34,963,000 over the year be- 
fore, end the expenditures show an in- 
crease of $25,449,000, For the present 
ear the revenues are estimated at 
,000,000, and the expenditures at 
$316,517,000, leaving ao estimated sur- 
ees of $66,182,000 on June 30, 1888. 
e estimates a surplus for 
the year 1889 of $56,469,000 e Sec- 
retary says the urgency of the ques- 
tion of surplus revenues is so great 
that it should demand the attention of 
both executive branches of the Gov- 
ernment, and mentions the following 
ways in which the receipts and ex- 
penditures of the Government may be 
equalized: “First—The purchase of 
the interest-bearing debt of the Gov- 
ernment, Second—A larger expendi- 
tare by the Government for other pur- 
poses than the purchase of bonds, so 
that they shell each year equal the 
taxation of that year. Third—aA re- 
duction of revenue from taxation to 
the amount actually required to 
meet necessary expenses.’’ All 
of these suggestions have the 
one merit of preventing a de- 
rangement of busin-ss which must 
follow the hoarding or locking up in 
theTreasury of the circulating medium 
of the people. Io regar to the first 
plano, the Secretary agrees with what 
the President in his message said on 
the same subject. He theu says: I 
cannot believe tha! Congress will 
adopt the sevond expedient, viz: the 
enlargement of the Government's ex- 
penses, simply to expend money 
raised by taxation, when the — 
weal does not otherwise call for ex- 
penditures. The reduction of reve- 
nue from taxation was the only fit 
remedy for the evils which threaten 
the country. 


The Eurepean Muddle. 

Moscow, Dec. 7.—The Gazelte says 
the future policy of France will decide 
whether Germany will be compelled 
to watch one or both ber frontiers. 
The paper declares that Russia must 
always havea strong fleet on the Pa- 
cific ocean. 

Paris.—According to private ad- 
vices the massing of Russian troops 
on the frontier is attributed to infor- 
mation received by Russia of a con- 
certed plan by Germany and Austria 
for united action in the event of a war 
between either of those powers and 
Russia; in that contingeucy it was 
proposed that Germany and Austria 
should suddenly invade Russian Po- 
land, or osecupy Warsaw, by using 
greater facilities for mobilizing. In 
consequence of the discovery of this 
alleged project Russia resolved to 
compensate for her sow power of 
mobilizing by a permhnent increase of 
her frontier forces. The movement 
implies no aggression, but is purely 
a defensive precaution.

Boston, Dec. 6.—Municipal elections 
were held to-day in several cities, the 
citizens in each case being given an 
opportunity of exp ng their pref- 
erences upon the license question. 
In Gloucester David I. Robinson

(Dem.) by a small plurality. The 
vote for license was 1,240 ; against 1,174. 

In Taunton Mayor Henry Hall (Cit- 
izens’) was re-elected by a majority of 
207. o vute for license was 1,554; 
against 1,382 

Haverhill elected George H. Carle- 
ton (Rep. and anti-saloon canidate) 
Mayor, 6,295 plur&lity. For license 
the vote was 1,795; awaimest 1,765. 

In Fall River Mayor J. W. Cum- 
mings (Dem.) received 4,531 votes, and 
Green (Rep.) 4,337. For license, 5,450; 
against 2,888.

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IMPORTATION 


A writer in the Mirror and Far- 
mer gives some practical ideas in 
the following: The is not fit 
for salting until free from animal 
heat, and yet it should not be 
frozen in the least as this condition 
prevents the salt penetrating it. 
Trim the lean meat from the mid- 
dlings; it is better relished in sau- 
sages than after being salted. This 
lower stratum of lean pork is sup- 
plied to have special virtue in sea- 
soning baked beans, but I have 
never been convinced of its super- 
iority in this respect, a piece of fat 
pork and a little salt accomplish 
this, and no tough tendons to be 
masticated. If sweet pork is 
wanted the barrel should have no 
suspicion of taint. Washing, dry- 
ing and airing is not labor lost 
upon a barrel that has been used 
for pork if in a fair condition. 
About a bushel of rock salt to a 
barrel of pork is enough. Cover 
the bottom of the barrel with salt 
to the depth of three inches, then 
pack the strips of porkin circles 
the rind facing the barrel, with but 
a disposition of salt intervening 
and a stratum of salt upo. each 
layer of pork. When the middlings 
are salted prepare a brine suffi- 
cient to well cover the pork, using 
all the salt the water will dissolve. 
Bring to the boil, skim, and when 
cold pour ever the salted pork. A 
well adjusted cover is a necessary 
part of a pork barrel. 

Trim the hams and rub them 
over with salt to extract the blood. 
In ‘two days apply the following 
pickle: One and one-half pounds 
of salt and a pound of brown sugar 
to each gallon of water and an 
ounce of saltpetre to 100 pounds of 
meat; bring to the boil, skim, and 
pour over when cold. Ham should 
remain in the pickle from four to 
six weeks. In packing, don’t let 
the hams press against each other; 
they are likely to taint at the bene 
before being salted. Those skilled 
in the curiny of hams remove them 
from one barrel to another twice a 
week until the curing is partially 
completed to prevent tainting at 
the bone. 


Light Work for Young Horses. 


Winter treatment of colts, feed- 
ing, sheltering, watering, etc., is of 
the utmost importance; but there 
is one thing that must not be lost 
sight of when the matter of Win- 
tering young horses is taken into 
consideration, and that is the han- 
dling of those which are at an age 
that they may be expected to do 
some work on the farm or road 
next Summer. It is a grand mis- 
take to Winter young horses as you 
would a lot of hogs or beeves, and 
when the season of Spring work 
opens up attempt to have them 
take their places beside eld horses 
and do their share of hard labor. 
It is a mistake to Winter old horses 
in this way, and a much greater 
one in regard to young horses. 


years old should have more than 
the exercise that fields or paddocks 
afford, or that they will take of 
their own free will. Light work 
should be interspersed with their 
exercise quite frequently, and as 
the opening of the busy season 
approaches the work should be of 
a heavier nature, In the hauling 
of feed for the live stock of the 
farm is generally found alight class 
of work to which young horses 
can be put without much danger of 
heavy straining or great fatigue, 
and when in careful hands the work 
of this kind can be done by the 
prospective horses, and in such a 
way that it will be an advantage to 
them in many ways. The thorough 
training that can be given colts 
while at this kind of work is quite 
an item and willsave trouble when 
they are placed in the team next 
Spring or Summer.
